Nixon criticized for not 
improving civil rights 


WASHINGTON ( UPI )—The U.S. 
Civil 
Rights 
Commission 
today 
criticized the Nixon administration 
for failing to make any m ajor 
improvements in the eight months 
since the commission first accused 
the 
government 
of 
inertia 
and 
hostility that threatened to nullify 
civil rights laws. 
From the failure of the White 
House to set any “ goals, timetables 
and 
priorities” 
on 
down, 
the 
commission 
said 
it 
found 
little 
change from the dangers it cited on 
Oct. 12, 1970, “ that the great effort 
made by public and private groups 
to obtain the civil rights laws now 
will be nullified through ineffective 
enforcem ent.” 
It was particularly harsh on the 
departm ent of Housing and Urban 
Development 
< HUD ) 
which 
the 


commission said, “ appears to have 
regressed in the vigor with which it 
a p p ro a c h e s 
its 
fa ir 
housing 
responsibilities.” 
It 
also 
accused 
the 
Justice 
Department of failing to initiate any 
suits protesting zoning on other land 
u se 
c o n t r o l s 
by 
s u b u r b a n 
communities trying to keep lower- 
income families, minority families 
in particular, from moving in. 
Rev. 
Theodore 
M. 
Hesburgh, 
president of the university of Notre 
D am e, 
is 
c h a i r m a n 
of 
the 
c o m m i s s i o n , 
w h i c h 
is 
an 
independent, 
bipartisan 
agency 
established by Congress in 1957 to 
investigate 
discrimination 
com­ 
plaints and appraise federal laws 
and policies. 
The report today covered equal 
em ploym ent, 
in 
and 
out 
of 


government 
and 
in 
government- 
contracted 
jobs 
and 
federally 
financed projects, housing. It also 
dealt with the overall civil rights 
policy of the White House. 


Last year's report did not blame 
policy m akers or any particular 
administration but said civil rights 
laws never had been effectively 
e n f o r c e d 
by 
t h e 
“ f e d e r a l 
bureaucracy." Forty agencies were 
examined originally and 27 of them 
reviewed. 


While the White House staff has 
engaged a number of worthwhile ad 
hoc 
activities,” 
the 
commission 
said, 
“ nonetheless, 
no 
specific 
program 
of 
civil 
rights 
goals, 
timetables and priorities has been 
adopted by the White House.” 
HUD said seven months ago that

Nixon because of his

J. Edgar Hoover 
celebrates 
47 years on job 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —J. 
Edgar Hoover observed his 47th 
anniversary as FBI director today, with a vow to stay on as long as 
wanted and with more praise, and criticism, of the way he runs the 
agency. 
In the Senate, Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield of Montana said 
Hoover "has done an outstanding job” in running the FBI since taking 
over a weak organization in 1924 and turning it into a tough, 8,000-man 
crim e fighting force. 
One of Hoover's chief critics, Sen. George S. McGovern, D-S. D., 
marked the beginning of the director's 48th year on the job with a new 
attack accusing him of violating individual rights. 
McGovern and some other critics have been demanding that Hoover 
resign. But Hoover told UPI he has no intention of doing so, and plans 
to remain on the job “ as long as I can be of service to the country and 
my health perm its." 
President Nixon has indicated he wants Hoover to stay on, and 
Hoover's health apparently is excellent. 
As for his leadership of the FBI, Mansfield said of Hoover that he 
had made mistakes "but Mr. Hoover has done an outstanding job. ” He 
said if there are those who have complaints" they should make them 
to appropriate congressional comm ittees and ask that they be 
investigated. 


McGovern, claimed today to have uncovered documentary evidence 
that Hoover violated the U.S. Constitution by trying to discredit an 
airline pilot who criticized the FB I's handling of a hijacking case. 


McGovern, the only announced Democratic presidential candidate, 
said he sent the evidence to Sam J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., with a request 
that Ervin's subcommittee on constitutional rights investigate the 
incident. 
The TWA pilot, Donald C. Cook Jr., had criticized the way the FBI 
handled a hijacking in which he was involved in New York in 
November, saying it was " a prescription for getting the entire crew 
killed and the plane destroyed. " 
McGovern, D-S.D., previously had accused Hoover of writing to 
Cook's boss, TWA Board Chairman Charles C. Tillinghast Jr., 
complaining about Cook and including confidential information from 
Cook’s Air Force file in the letter. 
McGovern said Tillinghast now has confirmed receipt of Hoover’s 
letter, telling McGovern “ following the incident in question, we 
received a communication from Hoover touching, among other things, 
on Capt. Cook’s difficulties in the Air Force prior to his employment 
with TWA.” 
McGovern said Hoover’s action in the Cook case “ constitutes a 
violation of the Civil Rights Act, the First Amendment right of free 
speech and the Ninth Amendment right to privacy,” and he asked 
Erwin for an investigation. 
European monetary 
markets calm down 


The European monetary m arkets 
calmed down today and a leading 
international 
banker 
said 
the 
monetary crisis was over for the 
time being. The dollar was steady on 
most m arkets though devaluation 
dropped it in Austria to its lowest 
value since World War II. 
Ezra Zilkha, chairm an of the 
Fidelity International Bank in New 
York, one of the world’s great 
private 
international 
banking 
houses, told UPI that the emergency 
m easures taken by the governments 
of 
West 
Germany, 
Switzerland, 
Austria and other nations had ended 
the panicky buying of dollars. 
“ You can say that the immediate 
crisis is over,” he said. “ But the 
basic 
q u estio n s 
still 
r e m a i n 
unsolved ’ 
In Washington the U.S. Treasury 
issued a brief statem ent which said 
conditions appeared to be improving 
and that the United States planned 
no immediate action. In Europe the 
buying of dollars by speculators 
halted; and in Zurich the dollar was 
a fraction higher than the actual 
official rate. 
The European m arkets had been 
closed 
for 
five 
days 
as 
an 
emergency measure to cope with 
the crisis. 
The West German mark, freed to 


float to its true value, rose about 3 3- 
4 per cent above its official dollar 
rate in Frankfurt today. This m eant 
a 
devaluation 
of 
the 
dollar 
amounting to 3.7 per cent and an 
upward revaluation of the mark by 
3.85 
per 
cent. 
Speculation 
in 
financial circles was that the m ark 
might rise as much as 5 per cent 
eventually. 
The 
Netherlands 
and 
Belgium 
allowed their currencies to float in 
the German manner. Switzerland 
revalued its franc 7.07 per cent 
upward and Austria revalued its 
schilling 
upward 
5.05 
per cent, 
taking the dollar to the lowest point 
since the war. Britain, France and 
Italy made no changes. 


The range over which the dollar 
dropped was from 3.7 per cent in 
West Germany to 7.07 per cent in 
Switzerland 
However the dollar 
price in Zurich settled down to a 
level 
slightly 
above 
the 
value 
established by Sunday’s revaluation 
of the Swiss franc. A national bank 
official said m arket demands had 
established a level of 4.09 to 4.10 
francs to the dollar by afternoon; 
the official rate was 4.08. 


The dollar was steady on the Paris 
and London m arkets where the 
government still supported it.

W IL L BE worth compared 
to the Swiss franc and the 
Austrian schilling 
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But the West Germans 
and Dutch did not put an 
official rate on the lessening 
of the dollar power These 
nations 
merely "floated" 
their currencies, meaning 
the rate of the German 
mark and Dutch guilder will 
depend 
on 
supply 
and 
demand. 
There 
was 
almost 
no 
possibility 
they 
will 
do 
anything but float upwards, 
or lessen the dollar value. 
The Swiss revalued the 
franc upwards by 7 per cent, 
the first change in one of the 
world's 
most 
stable 
currencies 
since 
it 
was 
revalued by 30 per cent in 
1936. Travellers who used to 
get 4 37 Swiss francs to the 
dollar now will get only 4 08 
This means a Swiss watch 
that used to cost $50 will 
now costs $53.00. A $20 a 
night 
hotel room in the 
country will now cost $21 40. 
The Austrians pushed the 
value of their currency up 
by 5.05 per cent Travelers 
will now get 24 75 schillings 
to the dollar instead of 26. A 
$20 a night hotel room in 
Austria now will cost $21 10. 
Because the Germans and 
Dutch 
merely 
refloated 
their currencies and did not 
spell out how much less the 
dollar would be worth, it is 
impossible to say exactly 
how much more expensive 
their products will be for 
foreigners. 


Rogers 
satisfied 
with trip 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI »—Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers, "quite 
satisfied" with a two-week 
Mideast peace mission, said 
Sunday night the prospects 
for peace between Egypt 
and Israel have improved. 
His trip to Saudi Arabia, 
Jordan, Lebanon, Egypt and 
Israel was the first Middle 
East tour by a U S secretary 
of state since John Foster 
Dulles visited the area in 
1953. 
Rogers also disclosed at a 
planeside news conference 
following his landing Sunday 
night at Andrews Air Force 
Base, that a top aide had 
just 
reported 
"useful'’ 
meetings 
with 
Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat. 
Rogers said he would tell 
President Nixon the 18.000 
mile, eight-nation tour was 
"worthwhile" 
when 
he 
briefs Nixon in a private 
meeting late today. 
Rogers also visited Italy, 
Turkey and France. He left 
Rome Sunday after asking 
Pope Paul VI to help secure 
the release of American 
prisoners 
of war 
in 
Indochina. 
The 
s e c r e t a r y 
concentrated on the Middle 
East in the tour, trying to 
promote 
an in te rim 
settlement between Egypt 
and Isrel 
with regard to 
reopening the blocked Suez 
canal. He said Sunday night 
that gaining the agreement 
would still be difficult. 
“ But 
I 
think 
the 
differences 
have 
been 
narrowed." Rogers said. " I 
think the prospect for peace 
is somewhat better. " 
Rogers 
sent Assistant 
Secretary of State Joseph J. 
Sisco 
back 
to 
Cairo 
Saturday 
to clarify 
with 
Sadat 
new 
positions 
discussed 
with 
Israeli 
leaders during a two-day 
stay at Tel Aviv. 


R o g e rs 
said 
S isco 
reported Sunday night that 
Sadat 
w.as 
c a r e fu lly 
studying the views of the 
United States and Israel as 
provided by Sisco. 
The secretary and other 
officials declined to identify 
any 
areas 
of 
possible 
agreement, 
but

Lee Grant won the Emmy 
for best actress in a single 
performance in "The Neon 
Ceiling, 
a movie made for 
NBC. 
O utstanding 
single 
program of the season was 
"The Andersonville Trial," 


broadcast over the Public 
Broadcasting System and 
directed by Scott. 


In Emmys for continuing 
series, Hal Holbrook was 
named best actor for his 
performance 
in

Ones,” 
and Susan Hampshire was 
voted best actress for "The 
First Churchills" over PBS. 


“ The Senator." which won 
a total of five Emmys, was 
cancelled. 


"A ll in the Fam ily," the 
CBS satire on American 
bigotry, was named best 
comedy series of the season, 
and Jean Stapleton, costar 


of the program, won the 
Emmy

best comedy 
actress. The show also was

night. 
It introduced to television 
certain 
blunt, 
slang 
expressions of prejudice and 
dealt earthily with the sex 
life of a young couple living 
with their in-laws. 
Best actor in a comedy

Odd Couple." 
“ The Mary Tyler Moore 
show," on CBS, edged by 
"All in the Fam ily" for top

Emmys

Johnny Carson, master of

The eight Hallmark Hall 
of Fame awards came for 
two NBC shows: "Ham let” 
with five and "The Price” 
with three. 
NBC received 35 of the 80 
awards. CBS got 25, ABC 10 
and PBS 9.

The Coast Guard sent a 
message for all ships to

NEW YORK - (NEA) — 
More women are flying each 
year. In 1960, the total num­ 
ber of women pilots was 10,- 
000. Only nine years later, 
the number had tripled. Why 
do women fly? What makes 
them trade in dust mops and 
steno pads for cockpits? 
For some, aviation is a ca­ 
reer. They train as pilots, 
flight instructors or control 
tower operators. Others use 
flying as a hobby. 
Penny Koch teaches flying 
at B a r t o w Academy in 
Florida. She has been flying 
for six years and teaching 
for five. She is also married 
to a flight instructor and is 
the mother of three children. 
The five-foot, 29-year-old 
blonde decided to learn how 
to fly after someone took her 
for a ride in his plane. Now, 
she says she loves her work. 
“ Enjoying my work helps 
me in my relationship with 
my children,” she said. “ And 
flying has become a natural 
thing for them, too.” 
She 
squeezes housework 
chores into her instructing 
schedule by starting her day 
at 6 a.m. 
Penny is planning to fly in 
this year’s Angel Derby, an 
annual women’s internation­

“ There’s a cash prize for 
the winner,” said Penny,

Some 80 to 100 planes enter 
the competition each year. 
Marcella Rosen took up 
flying as a hobby. And it’s a 
good thing she did, because 
her husband is president of 
Aerocon, Inc., a company 
which recently acquired Bar­ 
tow Flying Academy. 
“ I’ve • always 
been 
ath­ 
letic,” said Mrs. Rosen, “ and 
I always thought it would be 
fun to fly, but I just never 
got around to taking lessons. 
I used to spend a lot of my 
spare time skiing. 
“ And then one day my hus­ 
band came home and said 
he was going to take flying 
lessons (this was before he 
was involved with the Acade­ 
my) and I think he expected 
me to protest that it was too 
dangerous for him. But I 
didn’t. All I said was, I want 
to take lessons, too.’ ” 
It took the Rosens about a 
year to get their licenses, 
but that’s 
b e c a u s e 
the 
weather in Danbury, Conn., 
where they trained, wasn’t 
always conducive to flying. 
At Bartow, it takes about six 
weeks to learn how to fly. 
Now that Mrs. Rosen has 
her license, she doesn’t know 
how she ever got along with­ 
out it. 


“ There is a feeling up 
there 
that’s 
like 
nothing 
else,” she said. “ And flying 
gives you tremendous op­ 
tions too, in terms of where 
you go on vacations and 
what you do with a Sunday 
afternoon. 
“ And what I really like 
about it is that it’s a mental 
as well as a physical chal­ 
lenge-more mental, actual­ 
ly * 


Mrs. Rosen has a lot of 
mental challenge to begin 
with. She heads her own ad­ 
vertising 
agency 
in 
New 
York and has two children— 
aged four and six—to keep 
her occupied. 
But 
flying, 
literally 
and 
figuratively, 
adds a new dimension to her 
life. 


“ Actually, 
owning 
your 
own plane isn’t as expensive 
as people think,” she ex­ 
plained. “ The cheapest mod­ 
el — the Cessna 150 — costs 
between $6,000 and $8,000 
new and you can buy a good 
used plane for considerably 
less money, — say, for $2,000 
or $3,000.” 


In other words, most fami­ 
lies could buy a plane for the 
same price they’d pay for a 
second car. (Of course,

and

costs would be higher.)

DEAR PO LLY—For years I have folded fitted sheets 
the following way and they look as neat on the shelf as the 
straight ones. The directions originally came from the 
Cannon Homemaking Service: “ Start with the sheet inside 
out, held the long way. Place a hand in each of the upper 
corners. Bring fingers in corners together. Turn left 
corner right side out and fit over right corner Now you 
have one corner over the other as a tailor folds a coat, 
shoulder to shoulder. Smooth out sheet’s edges. Now fit 
the second set of corners one into another. Repeat the 
same action, turning left doubled corner inside out and 
fitting over rieht doubled corner. All four corners are now 
neatly nestled into one corner of four thicknesses. Smooth 
all edges and place sheets on a flat surface. Flatten 
pocket corner. Sheet is ready to fold neatly into any 
desired size to fit in your linen closet.” —ALICE

NEW V'ORK—-(NF3A)—-It may be true that, as literary 
critic Gilbert Seldes once said, “baseball has never re­ 
covered” from what Ffing Lardner did to its heroes. Laril- 
ner’s influence may be taken a step further: Baseball- 
writing specifically and sportswriting in general have 
never recovered. A not uncommon occurrence is for a 
sports editor to wince at a 
cub's florid copy and de­ 
mand to know, “How come 
e v e r y b o d y tries to be 
Ring L a r d n e r ? Write it 
straight.” 
Neither the editor nor 
the cub may ever have read 
Ring I..ardner, and therein 
lies some of the problem, 
l^rd n er’s humor, b i t t e r 
satire and precise ear for 
the language of the dugout 
made him one of the finest 
sports c o l u m n i s t s and. 
eventually, one of Amer­ 
ica's best humorists and 
short story writers. He set 
a journalistic standard for 
excellence, though not nec­ 
essarily for style, since his 
was u n i q u e and so per­ 
sonal. 
What brings up the dis­ 
cussion of Ring llardner is 
the project underway in 
his home town, Niles, Mich. Sometime in early summer 
a historical marker will be placed at the house at 519 
Bond Street where he was born. Lardner died in 1933, 
and only now and due largely to the fund-raising efforts 
of Bob Calvert, Niles Daily Star sports editor, is the town 
formally memorializing “its most talented literary prod­ 
igy,” as Calvert wrote. 


The name Lardner was most recently in national news 
when Ring Jr. won an Academy Award for his screen­ 
play, “M-A-S-H,” which contained the kind of black 
humor that made his father’s work unforgettable. 
lardner Pere, whose Chicago Tribune sports columns 
once inspired such local high school journalism students 
as Ernest Hemingway and James T. Farrell to imitate 
his style, continues to be read. Lardner is still taught in 
college literature courses. Anthologies continue to re­ 
print such short stories as “The F.,ove Nest,” “Haircut,” 
“Champion,” and “The Golden Honeymoon.” Scribner’s 
reports that “The Ring lardner Reader” and “You 
Know Me Al” (probably his best work, a fictionalized 
series of letters from a brash bush-league pitcher) still 
sell well. 
F'or the sportswTiters, Lardiner’s name tops the legend 
they like to pull out at the slightest dangle of a modifier. 
The legend is that a preponderance of sportswriters 
have gone on to literary triumphs.

Lardner’s interest in games has solved one of the most 
difficult problems of the American writer: it has given 
him a clue, a centre, a meeting place for the divers ac­ 
tivities of people whom a vast continent isolates, whom 
no tradition controls. Games give him what society gives 
his English brother.” 
Ft is a fine thing for Niles, Mich., to memorialize Gard­ 
ner's birthplace. It is a yet finer thing to read the guy’s 
stuff.

Ordinarily an invitation from law enforcement means 
a court appearance or a discussion relative to a wrong­ 
doing. But not so this week. The Lompoc Police 
Department cordially invites all residents of the 
community to visit their facilities this entire week tor 
tours, exhibits, educational materal and discussion. 
The “ open house” invitation is a repeat ot last year's 
highly 
successful 
operation where hundreds upon 
hundreds of citizens took advantage of observing the tine 
police personnel and facilities ot this community. 
It is the firm hope of the police department that 
citizens, by their visit, will gain an understanding ot 
police work in Lompoc. 
The Lompoc Police Department has grown from an 
initial complement of one officer to a current strength ot 
30 sworn personnel and seven civilian employes. It is a 
full service, operating 24-hours a day tor our protection 
with a current operating budget in excess ot $400,000. 
The visitor will see the operation of three police 
divisions — patrol, investigations and staff services. In 
addition, the department has two auxuliary units that 


add strength and operating flexibility. The police 
Reserve Officer unit consists of 12 men highly selected 
and placed in a lengthy training program in order to 
augment the regular patrol force. 


Lompoc’s finest are truly that. With the many new 
methods of operations and modern emphasis on training, 
all Lompoc police officers have received academy 
training and all subscribe to the “ Law Enforcement 
Code of Ethics” governing conduct and relations with 
the public. Individually, Lompoc officers teach or go to 
college in off-duty hours with nearly 70 per cent 
currently enrolled in college classes. 


The “ open house” has been expanded for the full week 
as the result of its popularity last year. Tours, with 
guides, will be held today, Tuesday, Thursday and 
Friday at 1:30, 3:30 and 7 p.m. Two tours a day will be 
held on Wednesday and Saturday — one at 1:30 and the 
other at 3:30 p.m.

The CHP says that a tightening of 
the nwtor vehicle law in 1970 by the 
legislature 
has 
resulted 
in 
an 
increase 
in 
the 
percentage 
ot 
vehicles being stopped tor excessive 
noise. 


According to the CHP. 4 9 per cent 
of the motorcycles measured for 
noise in Januarv and Februarv this 


year were found to be in violation of 
the anti-noise law as compared to 
2.1 per cent of those measured in all 
of 1970. 
Among motor vehicles weighing 
less than 
6,000 pounds, 
mostly 
passenger 
cars 
and 
pickups, 
measured during that period, 2.3 per 
cent were found to be louder than 
the law allows as compared with 
one half of one per cent in 1970. 
Violations of the anti-noise law 
can occur, according to the CHP, 
from modified or defective exhaust 
systems, or from improper driving 
habits such as gunning the engine to 
excessive speeds. Most violations 
we observe occur with the latter. 
The legislature lowered the limits 
of allowable noise to current levels 
after a study showed motorcycles 
and 
passenger 
cars, 
including 
pickups, exceeded those levels only 
it they were improperly drive or if 
the exhaust system was faulty or 
modified 
Action by the 1969 legislature 
lowered limits on allowable noise

from trucks and truck combinations 
last year, and the percentage of 
trucks stopped for excessive noise 
rose to 1.5 per cent in 1970 as 
compared to 1.1 per cent during the

February this year dropped to about 
three-fourths of one per cent. 
The law currently allows trucks to 
reach a noise level of 88 decibels in 
speed zones of 35 miles per hour or 
less, and a level of 90 decibels in 
higher speed zones. 
The legislature, as far as we are 
concerned, could do a lot more with 
those decibels.

As a dissenter in the 
communist world he has stood up to 
the frowns of the Soviet Union, 
Romania’s powerful neighbor on the

re p o rts 
c i r c u l a t e d 
that 
Ceausescu 
meant

return to the fold and be 
a good boy. He led his 
delegation to Moscow 
and on April 4 delivered 
a 
20-minute 
speeach 
which in length, 
in 
the 
tradition 
of 
communist 
oratory, is equivalent to clearing 
your throat. 
In that speech he repeated all he 
had said before about not medling in 
kame declaration of independence 
that after the Soviet invasion of 
Czechoslovakia 
threatened 
an 
invitation to a similar disaster. 
In that fateful summer of 1968, 
when so many plans were dashed by 
Russian tanks rumbling through the 
streets 
of 
Prague, 
Ceausescu 
denounced the invasion in speeches 
throughout Romania. 
It was a 
chancy thing to do since there were 
many 
who 
believed 
the 
Soviet 
colossus might very well turn next 
on Bucharest and throw out the 
dissenters. 
Ceausescu spoke out first in 1965 
when the quarrel between the Soviet 
Union and communist China began 
to break. 
He contended that each 
communist state should have the 
right to chart its own course and 
choose 
its 
own 
b ra n d . of 
communism. 
This meant a closer 
relationship with Peking and the 
beginning of a cooling off with 
Moscow. 
That 
was 
capped 
by 
what 
happened in 1969. Ceausescu invited 
* President Nixon to visit Bucharest. 
Two years before, when Nixon was 
in eastern Europe on a world tour, 
calculated to build up his stature as 
a statesman, he got the frigid 
treatment in one communist capital 
after another. This seemed to be on 
signal from Moscow where every 
door was closed. 
But Ceausescu received Nixon and 
the two shrewd politicians laid the 
groundwork 
for 
a 
continuing 
relationship. 
It was the first time 
since the end of World War II that an 
American president had paid an 
official visit to eastern Europe 
Just prior to the Nixon visit 
Leonid Brezhnev, secretary general 
of the Soviet communist party, rated 
No. I in the hierarchy, had been 
scheduled to come to Bucharest to 
sign a treaty of trade and friendship 
Brezhnev never came. It was not 
until early July of 1970 that Prem ier 
Alexei Kosygin showed up for the 
signing. And a little later Ceausescu 
paid a return visit to Washington, 
the films of which were widely 
shown on Romanian television. 
The 
Ceausescu 
government 
continues to keep the door to the 
west open. Pan American Airways 
had just inaugurated a twice-weekly 
flight to Bucharest and an NBC 
television crew is traveling about 
the country filming various aspects 
ot Romanian life for the ‘‘Today” 
program. 
The significant change has come 
in the shift of Romania’s trade. In 
1965 about 80 per cent was with 
eastern bloc countries, ‘20 per cent 
with the rest of the world. In 1970 
this shifted to 54 per cent with the 


bloc, and 46 per cent with the outside 
world. 
First 
hand 
observers 
credit 
Ceausescu with being hard-working, 
austere, and determined to build an 
advanced industry in a country 
which has been largely agricultural. 
Anticipating 
joint 
capital 
investment with the west, American 
and 
West German — Romania 
recognized West Germany in 1967 — 
the hope is to build up in electronics, 
computerization and other fields. 
Seeking membership in the General 
Agreements on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT) the next step would be 
entry into the world bank and the 
International Monetary Fund. 
But the road ahead is long and 
hard. 
With tight controls fixed to 


channel development into industry, 
consumer goods here are scarcer 
than in other east European capitals. 
Prices are high and the average 
worker’s wage of $100 a month 
covers 
little 
beyond 
bare 
necessities. 
In the May Day parade are all the 
trappings of a communist state — 
the long lines of marchers with red 
banners, the young pioneers, the

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Preliminary White 
House and 
Pentagon 
studies 
indicate 
this 
country will be asked to pay heavily 
in the years ahead as a result of the 
heavy costs of the Vietnam war and 
the way that conflict has been 
financed. 
These 
are 
partisan studies, of 
course, 
in 
part 
aimed at justifying 
the defense budget. 
But for all 
that, 
they should not be 
passed over lightly. 
The data can be 
checked. 
In part, the problem dates back to 
the business-as-usual way in which 
the Vietnam war has been financed. 
In most wars, the government has 
raised taxes significantly and has 
used the added income to pay for an 
important fraction of the war costs. 
Vietnam has been handled in a 
different way: 
—There 
was 
extraordinarily 
heavy deficit financing considering 
the size of the conflict. Analysts 
believe 
the 
resultant 
economic 
dislocations will continue for years. 
—The procurement of some major 
weapons was postponed and the 
development of some important new 
weapon 
concepts 
stretched 
out. 
There was a marked cutback in 
research and development. 
While the 
United 
States 
was 
spending up to $22 billion a year in 
Vietnam at the peak, Moscow’s 
annual contributions to Hanoi never 
rose above a billion to a billion and a 
half dollars. 
It was this difference in Vietnam 
spending which defense analysts 
l^lieve 
has 
in 
large 
measure 


enabled the Soviet Union to expand 
its 
missile, 
naval 
and 
land 
armament at a pace considerably 
faster than ours. 
(The specialists do not contend 
Soviet Union is ahead of the United 
States in military strength — only 
that 
present 
trends 
could 
put 
Moscow ahead a few years hence.) 
Soviet defense spending is roughly 
equal to ours. This has meant that 
for virtually every dollar the United 
States spent in Vietnam, the Soviet 
Union had a dollar to spend on 
m i l i t a r y 
d e v e lo p m e n t, 
improvement and expansion over 
and above what the United States 
had to spend in this field. 


(The Vietnam war is not the only 
source of Moscow’s ability to push a 
faster build-up than ours with the 
same over-all budget. U.S. military 
personnel costs now account for half 
the American defense budget. By 
contrast, manpower takes but a 
fourth of Soviet military spending.) 
The Defense Department has been 
using these calculations to convince 
Congress 
it 
should 
approve 
President Nixon’s defense budget 
with no pruning. 


But the figures can also be used to 
demonstrate how very important it 
is that this country find a way to 
prevent 
future 
Vietnams 
and 
Koreas — by not allowing the 
conditions which produced these 
conflicts to develop. 
Of course, one damper here is that 
congressional 
leaders, 
while 
decrying Vietnam, have banned in 
large measure the very type of 
studies necessary to discover what 
conditions lead to Vietnams and to 
determine 
what 
preventive 
measures might work.
